From every part of Georgia comes the news 
of enthusiastic endorsement of Tae ConstI- 
TUTION’s home rule pian. 

There is but one opinion—it is the same 
everywhere. 

The people of Atlanta, the people of Geor- 
gia, the people of the entire south are a unit 
for the boycott. 

The story of the day is an interesting one. 
All day long there was a steady stream of peo- 
ple pouring into THR CONSTITUTION office, 
each one there to add his endorsement of the 
plan set forth in Sunday’s CONSTITUTION. 
From all parts of the state ame telegrams to 
the same effect—all showing that the spirit of 


the people of Georgia is aroused, and that, | 


should the occasion require, they stand ready 
to assert themselves on the line suggested. 

It has been suggested by a number of 
merchants and business men that ths chamber 
of commerce should meet and take formal 
action concerning the force bill and this move- 
ment. It is probable that such a meeting will 
be held within a few days. 

GOVERNOR GORDON’S VIEWS. 


“T have just embodied my views on this 
most important subject in a telegram to the 
editor of the New York Herald,’”’ was Goyer- 
nor’s Gordon's response to a CONSTITUTION re- 
porter’s question. ‘‘Here is my telegram—I 
think it expresses my views as fully as I can 
in so short an article.” 

The telegram read as follows: 

Editer Herald, New York: I-have time for 
only a brief reply to your request. 

I am in entire accord with the spirit, tone, 
and practical suggestions of THe ATLANTA 
CONSTITUTION as to the use of the boycott as a 
means of self-preservation and commercial in- 
dependence, if the useless and infamous force 
bill becomes a law. Moreover, that spirit will 
possess and control approximately every white 
man, woman and child in the southern states. 

It may be permissible to make a personal 
allusion as illustrating the effect of such legis- 
lation upon our people. As the Herald 
knows, I have labored constantly and earnestly 
since the 9th day of April, 18657in public and 
private, at the south and the north, to -allay 
My highest polit- 
In 


passion and promote unity. 
ical ambition has been to be instrumental 
some degree in restoring the real brotherhood 
of the people and the true sisterhood of the 
states. Ever since this sectional and shame- 
ful legislation passed the house I have sought 
to cheer our people with the hope that some of 
the republican senators would be found patri- 
otic enough, broad and brave enough, to prefer 
the well being of the country to party ascend- 
still hope so, and _ that 
popular demonstrations at the north 
will uphold their hands and 
give them courage to denounce this effort to 
destroy the freedom of elections under the dis- 
honest pretense of securing an “‘honest count.’’ 

But if this hope is not to be realized and tho 
force bill becomes a law, I shall use whatever 
influence and ability I may possess to arouse 
the southern people to the necessity of looking 
only to their own exhaustless resources. 

We will still welcome to our section 
homes all our countrymen of the north, 
may wish to live among us, and we 
still all their investments 
rights of property, by impartial 
laws and honest courts ; but we 
Shall counsel a return to the old system of 
electing representatives by general ticket if 
need be, ora resort to any lawful, peaceful 
means in order to protect the right of choosing 
representatives and to resist the wrong of hay- 
ing them chosen for us by federal supervisors. 

We will still endeavor to keep peace and 
promote good will between the races, and sin- 

cerely hope that the southern negroes will 
not destroy their own prosperity by consorting 
with those whose mad policy threatens the 
well being of both races. 

We shall still hope that after these years of 
apparent reconciliation and of restored confi- 
dence we shall not see the whole current of 
national sentiment turned backward and 
downward by sectional legislation, which has 
no possible justification nor rational excuse. 

JOHN B. GorpDON, 
PAT CALHOUN’S VIEWS. 

From what Mr. Pat Calhoun says, it is evi- 
dent that a line of steamers from Georgia ports 
to Europe is a probabilty of the near future. 

‘‘Y our editorial on the force bill,’’ he said to 
a CONSTITUTION representative, ‘‘is one of the 
strongest that has appeared in years, and 
voices the sentiments of the southern people. 
It has the ring of true metal, and has created 
a profound impression. It is well for the 
whole country to understand thatin any race 
conflict which may arise, the white people of 
the south will stand together. 

“No man deprecates sectional issues and 
sectional differences more than I do; we can- 
not sufficiently deplore their effects. But if 
the republican partys passes the force bill, 
which is directly and avowedly aimed at the 
south, all we can do is to rally our strength 
and rely upon ourselves. In this we will have 
the support of the conservative men through- 
out the north. Vast sums of northern 
money have been invested in the south 
in the past feW years, and any- 
thing that strikes at the south 
effects this investment of northern capital. 
I believe that the vast majority of the Ameri- 
can people desire to see the south left alone to

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joice at her present prosperity. Only the 
bitter partisans and the politicians and those 
interested in destroying the vigorous compe- 
titions of southern industries would impede 
her progress. If there are those at tho north 
who think they can promote their 
own industrial interest by breaking down 
the industrial prosperity of the south 
the sooner they and the country understand 
that the people of the south will stand to- 
gether and promote and develop every indus- 
try,within her limits the better. We have 
ample and abundant resources, and nothing 
but the destruction of white domination can 
prevent us from achieving an industrial future 
unsurpassed in the history of the world.’’ 

“What do you think of establishing direct 
trade with Europe ?”’ 

‘*You know I have always been an advocate 
of doing this. I believe that it will eventually 
come. Thatit would be given an enormous 
impetus by the method suggested by THE 
ConsTITUTION is beyond question. Let the 
southern people stand together and rally to 
the support of her great industrial enter- 
prises, and the time is not distant when in our 
south Atlantic ports will be found the ships 
of all nations. Whatever I can do to promote 
and further direct trade with Europe I will 
do heartily and cheerfully, and whatever in- 
tiuence I may have with the railroads of the 
south will be used to accomplish this most de- 
sirable result. 

‘‘T trust, however,” said Mr. Calhoun in con- 
clusion, ‘‘that thé south will never be driven 
to extreme measures; and I believe that in the 
union of the great staple growers of the north- 
west and southeast will be found the solution 
of the serious evils with which we are now 
confronted.”’ 

MAYOR GLENN, TOO. 

“That splendid editorial was on the line— 
there is no doubt about that,’’ said Mayor 
Glenn. ‘This force bill is senseless and use- 
less, and dangerous to the peace of the south. 
The business men of the north are as much 
interestéd in the defeat of such a measure as 
we are, and they should combine to teach the 
republican politicians some sense. Yes, THE 
CONSTITUTION is on the right line; if such 
infamous legislation is forced upon us, we 
must and we will assert ourselves.”’ 

THE HOME RULE POLICY ALL RIGHT. 

Mr, Hueu T. Inman: “‘I think well of the 
policy. Tue CoNnsTITUTION is right. We 
lived four years once without any help from 
the north, and most of us will gladly: do so 
again if need be. We can live very well with- 
out shipping anything from there. As for me 
and my honse, we are ready to wear such 
clothing ascan be manufactured in Georgia, 
and to eat such things as Georgia soil will pro- 
duce. I’m right with THE CONSTITUTION on 
that issue.”’ 

Mr. P. H. Snoox: “THE CONSTITUTION is 
right.

Mr. A. J. Mitvter: “The method isa sure 
one, and is the best plan possible as a last re- 
Before it is inaugurated, however, let’s 
milder means. Let the chambers 
of commerce all over the south 
take action; addressing their communica- 
tions to the similar organizations of the north, 
and I don’t believe the senate will dare to 
pass the bill. Then, too, in some lines of 
business the boycott is hardly practicable. In 
my business, for example, our carpets all come 
from the north. We haven’t] any carpet man- 
ufactories in the south. So with fine furni- 
ture. Butina large measure the method is 
practicable. It’s on the right line, Appeal to 
the merchants first by letter and through our 
chambers of commerce, and then, as a last re- 
sort, this boycott. - That is our final relief.”’

The boycott policy is the best means 
I can think of to meet such an emergency. It 
is exactly the way to thwart such partisanship 
as prompts measures like the force bill. 

Mr. Epwin KinGsBery,,of Bates, Kings- 
bery & Co.: “The plan of the editorial is 
good, if it can be made practical, and my sen- 
timents are perfectly in accord with it. The 
fostering of home industries, as is suggested, is 
just what we need here to develop our resources 
and build up our country.

Mr.Txomas THORNE, of Hoyt & Thorne: “‘T 
am glad to see you, for I’m so full of enthusi- 
asm on this score that I can’t be silent. I am 
with you heart and soul. I have just written 
a letter to Mr. Hoyt, who is now in the north- 
ern markets, about Tuz ConstitTuTion’s able 
and timely editorial of Sunday. I must tear 
the letter open and show you what I wrote.”

WASHINGTON, July 21.—In his prayer this morn- 
ing the chaplain of the house feelingly alluded to 
the death of Representative Walker, of Missouri. 

On motion of Mr. Dockery, of Missouri, by 
unanimous consent, it was ordered that the yote 
on the original package bill shall be taken tomor- 
row, and the vote on the bankruptcy bill on Thurs- 
day morning. Mr. Dockery then said: 

“Mr. Speaker, it has been but little more than 
twelve months since, standing at this very desk, I 
announced the death of that eminent Missourian, 
Hon. James N. Burns. Today the melancholy 
duty devolves upon me of announcing to the house 
the death of another colleague. The grim sum- 
mons came unheralded to my friend, Hon. 
James P. Walker, at his home in Dexter, Mo., 
last Saturday afternoon at 2 0’clock.*His death 
resulted from congestion of the brain. Mr. 
Speaker, Missouri mourns his Idjs,for he was 
loyal to her interests, faithful in Qublic service, 
relations of 
private life. Sir) this 1s not the hour to pronounce 
an eulogy upon the distinguished departed dead; 
but atsome appropriate time inthe future the 
Missouri delegation will ask the house to lay 
aside its ordinary Business thata fitting tribute 
may be paid to the memory of our late colleague.”’

1eard of the death of Mr. Walker, and providing 
for the appointment of a committee of seven 
members of the house and of three of the senate 
to take orders for the funeral ceremonies.

THE OPTION HAS EXPIRED. 


And Now. Other Parties Can Bid for the 
Pineville Property. 

LOUISVILLE, July 21.—A special tothe Evening 
Times from Middlesborough,Ky., says: The famous 
and much talked of option of the James T. 
Churchill syndicate for the purchase of the Pine 
Mountain Coal and Iron company, of Pine- 
ville, . matures today, and the option 
will be allowed to expire without 
being closed, or accepted. It is understood that 
Churchill represented an American association, 
limited, which possesses such an enormous quan- 
tity of coal and iron lands in southwestern Ken- 
tucky, andthe stockholders of which are prin- 
cipally Englishmen. The Pineville company’s 
plant was offered to Churchill for $1,600,000, 

This would have been accepted, but for the con- 
flict between the managers of the Pineville com- 
pany. The president of that company controls a 
majority in the board of directors. The former 
gave an option on property fora lower sum than 
$1,800,000, and the Churchill people hearing of it 
refused to pay that sum. It is oe probable 
that negotiations will again be opened up. The

CHICAGO, July 21.—A spicial to the Inter-Ocean 
from Marion, Indiana, says: Blair Mock, of this 
city, whose name is mentioned in the Vanwert, 
Ohio, special, in connection withthe murder of 
Engineer Vanderventer, will have no difficulty in 
proving an alibi. Young Mock is now in the de- 
livery business here. He was here Friday night, 
and his father states has not been out of town 
but once since his pardon, and that was when 
he attended the Wabash races last month. 

The trial of Mock for the murder of Harry Van- 
derventer occurred in this city on the change of 
venue from Huntington.

Two Republican Senators Gather 
Up Backbone 


AND WILL FIGHT THE FORCE BILL. 


Senator Paddock Moved by the 
Appeals from Business Men, 


AND ALDRICH WILL FOLLOW. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—[Special.]—The first 
republican senator to come squarely and 
openly against the force bill is Senator Pad- 
dock, of Nebraska. 

WILL DEFY THE CAUCUS. 

In an interview with the New York Journal 
correspondent, he says that he -is unalterably 
opposed tothe bill, and will vote against it 
whether or not the senatorial caucus decides 
to support it. 

HE VISITED THE TRADE CENTERS. 

This decision, he says, has only been reached 
by him after long consideration of the sub- 
ject, and much careful thought. He has been 
to the leading eastern centers of trade at New 
York, Boston, Providence, Philadelphia and 
Fall River, and has talked about the effect of 
the bill with the leading business men of both 
parties. 

The result has been that an almost unani- 
mous sentiment against the bill has been dis- 
covered. 

THEY FEAR THE BOYCOTT. 

They fear that if the bill is passed the south- 
ern people will make good their threats of re- 
taliation by boycotting goods made in the 
north. They, therefore, believe that it would 
be impolitic to pass the bill. 

PADDOCK IS CONVINCED. 

Senator Paddock says that these reasons 
seem so weighty to him that he will be forced 
to vote against the measure. Senator Pad- 
dock added that he would not vote for the bill 
whatever should be the decision of the caucus. 

‘‘A senatorial caucus,”’ he says, “‘is not 
binding, but is merely a conference.”’ 

ALDRICH IS COMING, TOO. 

Another senator, who will probably come 
out in.a day or two and take the same position 
as held by Mr. Paddock, is Senator Aldrich, of 
Rhode Island. 

He has been overwhelmed with protests 
against the bill from business men of all 
parties, aud has practically decided not to sup- 
port the bill. He says thatif he should vote 
for it, he would vote against the best interests 
of his constituents. 

THE STEAMERS ARE AT STAKE. 

A line of steamers is now running between 
Providence and Savannah, which would lose 
heavily by sectional legislation. 

He and Senator Paddock both say that they 
believe the business interests of the whole 
country are opposed to the bill. 

Thus, THe Constitution will force the 
business interests to speak.

The Indiana Senator Makes a Speech Against 
the McKinley Bill. 

WASHINGTON. July 21.—In the senate Mr. Hoar 
offered a resolution, which was referred to the 
committee on contingent expenses, authorizing 
the selection of a committee on relations with 
Canada, to continue its investigations during the 
coming recess and the next session. 

MR. VOORHEES ON THE TARIFF. 

The bill was discussed by Messrs. Sherman, 
Spooner and Allison until 2 o'clock, when it was 
laid aside without action, and “unfinished busi- 
ness,”’ the tariff bill, was taxen up for considera- 
tion. 

Mr. Voorhees addressed the senate in opposition 
to the bill, which he characterized as a financial 
monster, every claw and tooth of which had been 
carefully inspected in the lobbies and found to be 
sound and reliable. It was only in an impure 
yolitical and moral atmosphere, generated 
xy the corrupt monopoly of wealth, 
that a financial measure, like the 
one!“now pending would dare to show the 
hard outlines of its guilty face; much less would 
it expect to be treated with respect, spoken well 
of, and pressed as laws. Passing to a criticism of 
the details of the bill, Mr. Voorhees spoke of it as 
an astonishing fact that in the fourteen schedules 
of dutiable articies, the only reductions made 
were in the schedules relating to sugar and mo- 
lasses, which, in the light of the proposed bounty 
to sugar planters, was no reduction at all,and in 
the section relating to wines, spirits and other 
beverages. In every one of the twelve schedules 
the tariff taxes had been increased. In regard to 
woolen goods that increase amounted to $15,00,- 
000 a year. There was no pretension, Mr. Voorhees 
said, that that increase was put on for the sake 
of revenue. It was ae an instance of protec- 
tion run mad, and developed intoa Chinese wall 
of prohibition. He proceeded to quote at consid- 
erable length from a statement made by Mr. Mc- 
Keever, of New York, before the finance commit- 
tee. One of his answers to a question by Mr. 
Vance as to —— duty on certain cheap fabrics 
of cloth was to be increased from about seventy- 
five per centto about one hundred and sixty per 
cent was: “I suppose it was to make the poor 
consumer pay twice as much for his goods as the 
wealthy consumer would have to pay for his.” 

THE REPUBLICANS NOT PRESENT. 

Mr. Voorhees spoke for about two hours. 
Marked attention was paid to the speech by thé 
democratic senators, most of whom remained in 
the chamber during its delivery. On the other 
hand there were very few, hard)y a dozen, repub- 
lican senators in their seats, and these 
seomed to take very little interest 
in the speech. There was a ve 
fair attention in the galleries, and one or two et 
forts at applause proceeded from them. 

At the close of the speech, Mr. Cockrell offered 
resolutions, which were agreed to, expressing the 
senate’s regret at the announcement of the death of 
Representative Walker, of Missouri, and for the 
appointment of a committee of three senators 
to attend the funeral. Messrs. Vest, Plumb and 
Berry were appointed, and the senate, as a further 
mark of respect, adjourned till tomorrow.

Such a pretension will, sooner or later, place 
ali the other classes and interests of society 
finan attitude of rec procal antagonism to all 
ether cia<ses, which will prove more numerous 
and controlling than is now imagined by the ad- 
yocates of this pretension. It can have but one 
resuit, namely: Internal discord in a state among 
whore people harmony of sentiment, unity of pur- 
pose and concerti of action, has now_more than at 
any other time become a matter not of principle 
alone, nor of policy alone, but of actual self pre- 
tervation and existence. 

In the second place, even if successful, which, 
at the most, will be short lived, the principal upon 
which such a success would be based is false and 
vicious. The essential characteristic of a republic- 
an jgovernment, jis that political authority must 
be drawn from the whole body politic, and all parts 
must contribute to that authority.

services rendered to the cause of independence by 
the great American lawyers and the greatAmerican 

janters of that day, and characterizing the com- 
ination of two such classes as an invincible fac- 
tor in the cause of American liberty. And I am 
also reminded of the effort that was once made 
in Georgia to eliminate Alexander H. Stephens 
from our national representation in congress be- 
cause he was alawyer. What a bright page in the 
history of our state would have been expunged 
had that appeal to their prejudices not been re- 
cted! I would rejoice if the appeals now being 
made to the same prejudices of the farmers 
of Georgia would meet the same fate. Who would 
obliterate from the history of Georgia the records 
of her great lawyers—Crawford, Berrien, Ben Hill, 
Cobb and others—names whom history will not 
let die? Nor can I forget, in this connection, that 
the great law reform of Georgia, instituted by the 
great jurists of the state, preceded by a half cen- 
tury the law reform movement in England 
lead by Lord Brougham = and other 
eat statcsmen of that realm. This 
Inoyement to exclude lawyers and otler profes- 
sions fromthe great employments of trust, re- 
sponsibility and honor is unjust, and instigated 
by aspirants for office, whoze only hope for politi- 
cai preferment is the supposed gullibility and 
prejudices of the people. The success of these 
men will be only temporary and their downfall 
will be in the end complete and humiliating. 

I mean ro offense to any man, but when in this 
crisis of our affairs I heara man as a secker for 
office attempt to foment discordin our state, and 
to array one class against another, I cannot re- 
press the suspicion that he is notthe friend of 
either c'a3s, but the enemy of both.

BAKER DISBARRED. 


QUITE A SINGULAR PROCEEDING 
IN BARTOW. 
The Accusations Brought Against the Attor- 
ney, and the Specifications Made—The 
Judge’s Finding. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., July 21.—[Special.)— 
At the July term, 1888, of Bartow superior 
court, Albert 8S. Johnson preferred his accusa- 
tion to disbar Jesse Absalom Baker, an attor- 
ney at law, residing in Cartersville and sénior 
member of the firm of Baker & Hayward. 

The charges against Baker were substan- 
tially, that he had been guilty of deceit and 


wilful misconduct in his profession in this: 

1. That he had conspired withaclient to defraud 
the estate of Abda Johnson, by collecting from 
that estate more than it owed—both Baker and 
the client knowing that the amount claimed was 
not due. 

2. In wilfully deceiving the court by his false 
oath upon a motion to continue a case to which he. 
was a party. 

3. In rendering false accounts of his costs and 
expenditures to his client. 

4. In defrauding another client by undertaking 
the collection of a fi fa., selling the defendants 
yroperty for $11, bidding it in himeelf, reselling it 
bor $75, pocketing $64 and tendering his client 
$11, and concealing the transaction. 

5. In admitting and swearing on the stand that 
he (Baker) had told a falsehood. 

6. In slandering a brother attorney for the pur- 
pose of obtaining that brother attorney's busi- 
ness, 

Hon. Thomas W. Milner, judge of the 
Cherokee circuit, being disqualified, the case 
was tried by Hon. John W. Maddox, judge of 
the Rome cireuit, who, on the 17th inst., ren- 
dered the following judgment: 

The State ex. rel. A. 8. Johnson vs. J. A. Baker. 
Aceusation to disbar the defendant as an attor- 
ney. This case having been submitted to me for 
trial ataformer term of this court, and having 
deferred judgment until now, in order that the 
pleadings, records and proofs submitted might be 
carefully and thoroughly examined. 

It gis nowin op ncourt decided and adjudged 
that the defendant, Jesse Absalom Baker, is 
guilty of the charges preferred in the accusation 
and amendments thereto, and the said charges are 
sustained andfound true. Therefore, and in ae 
formance of the duty in ine vested and as required 
by the statutes of Georgia, the said Jesse 
Absalom Baker is hereby removed from member- 
ship in this bar; his license to plead and practice 
law in the several courts of this state is revoked 
end withdrawn, and he is denied, and prohibited 
from, the exercise of any of the rights and priv- 
lleges of an attorney at law. ’ 

And the relator is granted leave to sign up 
judgment and have execution issued for the costs 
of this case. In open court, July 17, 1890.

Presiding. 

The defendant has moved fora new trial. 
A supersedeas has been granted, with right to 
the relator to move for its revocation, which 
he will probably do at Buchanan, before 
Judge Maddox, on Friday next. 

Messrs. McCutchen & Shumate, of Dalton; 
Dabney & Fouche, of Rome, and W. L. Hay- 
ward and James B. Conyers, of Cartersville, 
represented Baker. 

The case has excited great interest, and it is 
believed that Baker isthe only white man 
ever stricken from the bar in Georgia.

The Demise of Mr. R. H. Brumby, of the 
Americus Times. 

CARTERSVILLE, Ga., July 21.—[{Special.)—R. H. 
Brumby, editor of the Americus Daily Times, died 
at the residence of his father-in-law, Major C. H.

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THE CHAUTAUQUA, 


J. Colton Lynes and Dr. W. 8S. Currell 

Lectured There Yesterday. 

LITHIA SPRINGS, Ga., July 21.—[Special.]—There 
was alarge and enthusiastic audience, especially 
of the fairer sex, in the tabernacle this evening to 
listen to Dr. Lynes’s famous lecture on “Woman 
to the Front.” This lecture was given by special 
request of the Chautauqua management to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by the illness of Hon. John 
Temple Graves. It was soon evident that Dr. 
Lynes’s chivalrous championship of the cause of 
the higher and more practical education of woman 
had not diminished in ardor since he entered the 
noble campaign in 1834, resulting in the passage of 
the act establishing a girls’ normal and industrial 
school in 1889, After referring to the advantages 
enjoyed by woman at such institutions as Vassar, 
Wesley, Cornell and Johns Hopkins universities, 
where young women are drinking at the fountain 
of inspiration, communing with the classic dead, 
and enriching their minds with stores of practi- 
cal knowledge by entering the circle of the 
sciences, the speaker handled Dr. Hammond, of 
New York without gloves for saying, ‘Women are 
incapable of an intense degree of abstract 
thought.” Dr. Hammond’s estimate of women's 
powers and capacities1s entirely influenced by the 
studies of dementia and hysteria in which 
he is a_ specialist. His acquaintance with 
normal and healthy women must be quite limited. 

Dr. Lynes’s array of statistics and witnesses 
from the time of the great femalc Jewish law 
giver Deborah down through Elizabeth to Vic- 
toria inclusive, certainly undermines the founda- 
tion of the learned New York physician's argu- 
ment. Speaking on the exploded theory of brain- 
weight, determining the amount of intelligence 
in individuals, he met the objectionin a quota- 
tion from the ceiebrated German anatomist, Dr. 
Buchner. “The estimation of the intellectual 
value of a brain depends not merely upon its size, 
but equally if not more, upon 
its internal constitution and the 
finer development of its individual 
parts, and it is perfectly conceivablej'that the 

emale brain as regards this fineness, and in ac- 
cordance with a greater fineness and delicacy of 
the female body génerally, may exceed. the male 
brain in the same proportion as the latter ex- 
ceeds the female brain in size.” Gambetta and 
Emerson had notably small brains, while some 
idiots had normal andeven large brains. One 
fact often upsets many theories. Answering the 
objection that women cannot master mathe- 
matics, Dr. Lynes cited the case of the wife of 
Engineer Roebling, who came to her sick hus- 
band’s aid, and made all the calculations necessary 
for the construction of the magnificent Brooklyn 
bridge. A young lady wona prize over 1,500 stu- 
dents of both sexes in the university of Michigan 
for the solution of a mathematical problem. rs. 
Somerville, Caroline Hershel and Maria Mitchell 
are illustrious enough names in this department. 
Passing on to womanasan inventor, Dr. Lynes, 
startled his audience with the revelations he made, 
so numerous were the useful inventions by women. 
He traced them from the discovery and utilization 
of silk by Si-ling-chi, the invention of spinning 
by Yao dewn to theinvention of the cotton gin, 
not by Whitney, as northerners maintain, but by 
Mrs. General Greene, an adopted daughter of 
Georgia. Dr. Lynes gave the history of Whit- 
ney’s connection with this invention.’ The 
world has not given woman due _ credit 
for her inventive faculties, but her genius 
reaches from the creation of a war vessel or a 
Corliss engine down to a baby carriage or a bustle, 
The celebrated needle gun, by which the Prussians 
whipped the Austrians in six weeks, was the in- 
vention of a female who took the prize over male 
competitors in chemis® y. 

LECTURE OF” &. W. 8. CURRELL, 

The class lecture of Dr. W. S. Currell, of David- 
son, N. C., delivered at the 11 a. m. session, was 
notonly amusing, but highly instractive. His 
subject was “‘iknglish Surnames.” After showing 
that all persons had originally only one name, the 
speaker traced the origin of surnames to the 
eleventh century, showin that they 
were general in the welfth. Sur- 
names were nearly stationary as to numbers while 
christian names were increasing every day. All 
surnames were included under patronymies suchas 
William son, Wil-son, Hob-son,Daw-son,etc.,local 
names such as Heath, Hill, Hemphill, Marsh, 
names of office and occupation such as Carter, 
Baker, Taylor, Constable, or nicknames such as 
White, Bird, Cruikshanks. Much mirth was 
elicited by the startling revelation of the deriva- 
tion of names of persons in the audience and on 
the Chautauqua grounds.

All petitions, or amendments to pe- 
titions, shall be presented at a regular or called 
meeting of the gconeral council, and shall not be 
considered in committee until the same has been 
referred by action of the general council; pro- 
vided that nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued:to operate as against petitions already 
properly tiled and ready to be acted upon. 

“Section 4. Only such laws, or part of laws, as 
arein direct contlict with this ordinance are re- 
peated.”

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The Farmers and Their Demands. 

There is a tendency on the part of some of 
our great Georgia editors, especially those 
who edit in Savannah and Macon, to mani- 
fest impatience because the farmers of 
Georgia ‘and other states have seen fit to 
take advantage of the alliance organization 
todemand legislation in their behalf. It may 
be that these toilers in the sun and rain are 
feeling about blindly for the remedy which 
they know must exist in legislation, but it 
seems tous that these mighty editors, in- 
stead of belittling the farmers’ movement— 
instead of intimating that an allianceman 
cannot be a democrat—instead of denounc- 
ing what they term the ‘‘truck-patch” bill— 
should turn their serious attention to the de- 
mands of the farmers and try and aid them 
in finding a remedy for the evils with which 
they are beset. 

It is somewhat in the nature of a- compli- 
ment to Tuk CONSTITUTION that these great 
editors should turn aside from the weighty 
questions Which ought to engage their atten- 
tion, to engage, with a considerable degree 
of nervousness as to its position, in what 
they call the ‘‘truck-pateh”’ bill; but we are 
of the opinion, all things considered, that: it 
would be better for the state, better for the 
farmers and better for the whole country, if 
these editors, instead of exhibiting nervous- 
ness in regard to the position of Tur Con- 


STITUTION, would make a serious study of 
the political situation in this state—as illus- 
trated, for instance, .by the retirement of 
Judge Stewart in this district—and ask 
themselves if a heated controversy over the 
‘‘truck-patch’’ measure would dod any good. 

While they are considering this matter, 
they can probably fiad time to study,as THE 
CONSTITUTION has been doing for years, the 
condition and needs of the farmers. If these 
editors are fit for the positions they hold, 
they can surely see something behind this 
significant than 
the motives that ordinarily underlie political 
Those who Lave read THE 
CONSTITUTION understandingly during the 
past ten years have no need to inquire what 
these motives are. There is not one of them 
inimical to the democratic -party. The 
farmers are fighting, as it were, for their 
very existence, and it seems tous that the 
great editors of Savannah and Macon might 
lend their aid and countenance in devising 
remedies for their benefit, instead of trying 
to precipitate an entirely useless, not to say 
dangerous, controversy. 

What is the situation that the farmers 
find themselves compelled to face,and which 
they have been facing for years? They find 
that they have been practically outlawed by 
republican legislation. In finances, the 
government has practically monopolized all 
the circulation, and when a farmer presents 
himself at the door of a bank in search of an 
accommodation, he finds that his lands—the 
best security on earth—are outlawed. Under 
a republican statute the national banks are 
not permitted to lend money on real estate, 
This statute sets the measure for all other 
banking institutions,so that when the farmer 
is compelled to go elsewhere for money that 
he must have, he finds that it will cost “~him 
from fifteen to twenty-five per cent per an- 
num. He finds that his lands are outlawed 
and that he himself is an outlaw—the vic- 
tim of legislation and of combination. Is it 
at all strange that he should perceive the 
efficacy of combinations? Is it strange that 
he should take advantage of co-operation, 
and by this means endeavor to find aremedy 
for the troubles that beset him? He may 
blunder, but no honest man will question his 
motives or fail to sympathize with him. 

We have seen that he was outlawed by re- 
publican statutes. Perhaps it would be 
goin too far to say that he is outlawed in 
business, but it is not too much to say that 
no class has been as persistently, as merci- 
lessly and as successfully subjected to the 
methods of Shylock as the farmers. THE 
CONSTITUTION has been’ harping on these 
things for years, but there are some facts 
that will bear repetition. When the farmer 
undertakes to buy his supplies on credit, not 
being able to borrow money at the banks, the 
interest that he is compelled to pay, ranges 
all the way from fifty to seventy-five per 
cent, and in many instances, as we have 
shown hundreds of times, goes far beyond 
these figures. Is it strange that he is seek- 
ing to better his condition and throw off the 
terrible burdens which unjust legislation has 
imposed on him? 

We are of the opinion that the farmers, 
and especially the farmers of the south, will 
never attempt to find the remedy for which 
they are searching outside the democratic 
party. We have never discovered any dis-

HIS LETTER: OF FORMAL WITHD RAWAL 


He Says the Alliancemen Did It 
With Their Little Hatchets. 


SOME PRETTY PLAIN TALK 


Which Some of the Alliancemen 
Do Not Like. 


Today there are only two candidates for con- 
gress in the fifth congressional district. 

Hon. L. F. Livingston. 

Hon. William H. Hulsey. 

Judge Stewart, the present congressman, 
has withdrawn from the race. ; 

His letter, given for publication yesterday, 
was unexpected, butin the light of the Wal- 
ton county primaries, no very great surprise. 
His best friends ccnceded the call to Living- 
ston, judging from the vote in Walton, 

Judge Stewart’s let ter speaks for itself: 

To the Democratic Voters of the Fifth Congres- 
sional District: For some weeks I have been con- 
testing for the nomination from this district. At 
the time the contest commenced I was led to 
believe that the Farmers’ alliance, as an organ- 
ization, was non-partisan, and would not as a 
body take part in the contest between myself 
and my opponents, but in this I was mistaken. 
I am not a mémber of the order, 
and as it is a secret body I am not only placed 
on unequal terms, but have no means of contend- 
ing with it. This order has demanded that I 
pledge myself to vote for what is known as the 
“subtreasury bill.” This I cannot do. I can 
afford to be beaten, but cannot stultify myself in 
order to obtain a seat in congress by 
agreeing to vote for a measure, which, 
if adopted, in my opinion would 
bring ruin to the people. Pending the canvass, 
much excitement has arisen, and much feeling 
between classes and between towns and the 
country has been engendered, and I am informed 
that in one county on the day of election a con- 
flict is most imminent. 

This state of things is to be deplored. While I 
am of the opinion that I can carry four or five of 
the smaller counties, yet without the vote of 
Fulton county I could not be  nom- 
inated, This vote, I take it, will 
be cast for Fulton’s candidate. I, therefore, 
withdraw my name from the canvass, indulging 
the hope that the present agitated state of the 
public mind will soon abate, and should the state 
and national government be placed in the hands 
of this new organization, I hope that the land. 
marks of our fathers will guide them, and that all 
will strive to bring benefits and blessings to the 
people. To those who have taken an interest in 
my behalf I have no words with which to express 
my sense of gratitude. JOHN D. STEWART. 

The Judge Talks. 

“The Walton county primary has shown me 
that I was mistaken in one thing,’’ remarked 
Judge Stewart yesterday in explanation of his 
letter. 

‘What's that?” he was asked. 

‘In the attitude of the: alliance. I under- 
stood that as an organization they were to take 
no partin the election of one candidate or 
another. It was upon that assurance, or un- 
derstanding, that I enteredinto this canvass. 

“Since the beginning of the campaign I 
have been told often by my friends, ‘I wan’t 
to vote for you, but Ican’t. You see how it 
is, I’d have to vote against my brother if he 
was Opposing the alliance.’ 

“T have explained to them in vain that I 
am in sympathy with the object of the move- 
ment, and as for being actually a member of 
the alliance, they have locked the door 
against me and against my profession. They 
say I shan’t be a member, and then throw it 
in my face that I am not a member. 

There never was, in the political history of 
this country, another such secret organization. 
They vote regardless of the merits of the men. 
It makes no _ difference what sort 
of men the other candidates may be, they vote 
solidly for the alliance candidate. 

‘That's what I learned from the primary in 
Walton, My personal friends could not vote 
for me because I would not accept the alliance 
subtreasury plan. Really, the merits of the 
bill were not in question. There was only one 
question to answer—‘Are you for the sub- 
treasury plan or against it?’ 

“IT could not stultify myself and bring 
financial disaster home to my people by accept- 
ing it, and I have said so honestly. That 
was all I could do. I could 
better afford to do that, and to get beat, than 
to accept such a measure as this subtreasury 
scheme. 

“Had I understood at first that the alliance 
were bound to vote solidly for an alliance can- 
didate, I would never have been a candidate 
for re-election. 

“J have been in publie life many years, and 
have experienced the working of many secret 
organizations.

THE VETERANS MEET. 


THE REGULAR QUARTERLY MEET- 


ING, 
- 
Quite an Interesting Meeting at Confederate 
Veterans’ Hall Last Evening—A Lot 
of Business Transacted. 


The regular quarterly meeting of the Fulton 
County Confederate Veterans was held at their 
hall on South Broad street last evening. 

The minutes of the last meeting were read 
and unanimously adopted. 

The sick committee reported that Private

Whereas, It will be a great source of pleasure to 
remember him in life asa true patriot, a genial 
companion and faithful friend, whose conception 
of duty was most sensitive and was ever ready to 
respond to its call; therefore be it 

Resolved, That in the death of Patrick 
MeQuaid the Confederate Veterans’ associa- 
tion has lost a faithful and consistent member, 
who was most regular in his attendance, and who 
entered into its participations witha will and 
zest, and that we greatly deplore and deeply re- 
gret his early and untimely death.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


~The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, July 21.—The opening of the new 
week in the stock market, while possibly not 80 
thoroughly stagnant as the last two days of last 
week, still showed no relief from the dullness and 
oppressive stagnation in prices which have ruled 
now forse long. Habitues of the street, as a rule, 
are all at sea as to the probable course of the mar- 
ket in the near future, and few positive expres- 
sions of opinionare to be heard, all seemingly 
afraid to do anything and all awaiting develop- 
ments on one side or the other. The railroad sit- 
uation is also in the same condition thatit was a 
week ago, but the action of the secretary of the 
treasury in inviting offers of bonds on a more lib- 
eral scale indicates a desire to speedily stop the 
accumulation of money in the treasury which has 
been going on at a faster rate than usual for some 
time past. There waga diversity of opinion on 
the bank statement of Saturday, and it seemed to 
be a surprise all around, as there were those who 
had expected a marked increase in the surplus re- 
serve, but amuch larger number had expected 
that the outgo of gold would not be balanced by 
receipts from the interior, and were looking for a 
material loss. ‘The actual results, in all proba- 
bility, had much to do with the firmer tone to the 
market exhibited today, though as usual all move 
ments worthy of note were confined to new stocks, 
most of which were affected by circumstances pe- 
euliar to themselves. The easy feeling in London 
was reflected in higher prices from that center 
this morning, and our market responded with ad- 
vances over Saturday’s final figures of from '4 to 
8 percent. Sugar Refineries was again the most 
marked feature of the day’s operations, but it was 
weak again in the forenoon, losing 154 per cent, 
and settling down to 7334. The loss was afterward 
recovered, however, though it closed at a little 
below the opening prices. There was something 
like an attempt to reach stop orders which met 
with some degree of success, but support was 
forthcoming at the lowest points. In the regular 
list Lackawanna was astrong feature, with some 
specialties like Hocking Valley and some others, 
but Atchison, and Cleveland, Chicago, Cincinnati 
and St. Louis were weak, and the latter, after 
selling ex-rights, fell away 1% per cent and closed 
near the lowest. Atchison was attacked tn the 
last hour and dropped 1 percent. The close was 
dull but firm, generally at something better than 
the opening prices,

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RAILROAD GOSSIP. 


THE GEORGFA PACIFIC AND EAST 
TENNESSEE 


To [Double Track to Peyton, Seven Miles— 
Albany. Florida and Northern—The 
South Bound. 


The Georgia Pacific and the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia railroads have de- 
termined to double track their lines from 
Simpson street crossing in Atlanta to Peyton, 
a distance of seven miles. The survey has 
been made, and the work will commence at 
once. As soon as this is finished it will be 
extended to Austel, eighteen miles. With 
this completed it is the purpose of these roads 
to put on suburban trains, which will build up 
the country between Atlanta and the Chatta- 
hoochee river. 

Under One Head. 

Mr. Grant Wilkins has returned from Sa- 
vannah, where he secured the contract to build 
the bridge over the Savannah river, for the 
South Bound railroad. The bridge will be 
built two miles above Sisters ferry, and about 
sixty miles from Savannah. The bridge will 
be about five hundred feet long. The draw 
span will be two hundred and fifty feet, with 
two other spans of one hundred and twenty- 
five feet each. 

Louis McLain, of Savannah, has been 
awarded the contract for building the South 
Bound from Savannah to the point where the 
roads crosses the Savannah river, a distance of 
thirty-eight miles. The work is to be com- 
pleted by the Ist of December. Grading com- 
menced at Savannah, July th. 
ors are now at work in South Carolina. 

Twenty-two miles of track have been laid 
on the Chattanooga Southern, running from 
Chattanooga to Gadsden, via Kensingten, Ga. 

Tracklaying was begun yesterday on the 
Charleston, Sumter and Northern. This road 
is torun from Sumter to Barnesville, a dis- 
tance of sixty-threo miles.
